A volume of travels hae been published at 
Lempon, by Lt. Hanpy, a waval officer sent 
out, in 1825, to explore the Gulf of Cariron- 
mtAa, as agent for the General Pearl and Coral 
Fishery Association of Lonvex. The adven- 
tere, Lhe many others set on foot about the 
same time, produced a book, and little else. 
The Lieutenant found no productive oyster beds; 
but his description of the mode of search is not 
aninteresting:—‘' The oyster secures itself so 
fieraly to the rocks by its beard that it requires 
no little force te take it away; and, as ite ou- 
ternal surface is full of sharp points, the hands 
are soon severely cut by them. The effect of 
the buoyancy of the water is also curious. At 
the depth of seven or eight fathoms it requires 
exertion to keep down, and, if you then attempt 
to lay hold on @ rock with the hands, you find 
yourself, as it were, suspended; so that if you 
let go your hold you will immediately tumble up- 
wards! & remember the first oyster | ever met 
with was at the depth of four fathoms only; 
my head wee almost touching it; and, for- 
getting in my pleasure to strike out with 
my legs, as I stretched forward my hand to catch 
hold of the prize, to my astonishment the oys- 
ter slipped from my grasp, and I found myself 
at the surface of the water the next instant; so 
that I hed all my labour for nothing. So 
firmly does the oyster fix himself to the rock 
that, in order to tear him away, it ie necessary 
te get ‘a purchase’ upon him by placing the 
feet on the bottom. The excessive difficulty of 
doing this ie imeredible: it requires the 
lar strength of the whole body to overcome the 
resistance of the water's buoyancy. I have no 
doubt that, by means of its long beard, the oys- 
ter has the power of locomotion, and that it 
changes its situation according to its pleasure or 
convenience. One principal object of inquiry, 
however, was obtained, namely, the true situa. 
tion of the shells under water. I found that I had 
been ina complete error in supposing them 
formed in beds, that ie, in heaps, as the word 
bed would seem to indicate. With this isepree- 
sion | left England, and continued in it till I had 
now convinced myself, by actual investigation, 
of the error into which 1 had been led by every 
body with whom I had conversed on the subject: 
indeed, a moment's reflection would have pointed 
out the impossibility of the oysters being piled 
in heaps together in this gulf. This fieh always 
seeks for tranquility, which it could never find 
in situations exposed to currents and motions 
occasioned by the inundation of the water. I 
always found them in sheltered bays, the bot- 
toms of which were covered with large rocks. 
This brings me to consider tho reason why a di- 
viding bell, at least in the Gulf of California, 
can never be profitably applied. After reaching 
the bottom, if the greator surface ba considcred 
bottom, there are very frequently found chasms 
in the rock belew, which extend from one or 
two, or even to three fathome lower. It is down 
these apertures that the diver may most gene- 
rally expect to meet with oysters, which even 
here conceal themselves in the cavities of the 
rock, and as the power of vision fails in so 
dense a medium, particularly if the depth be 
considerable end the surface rough, the diver 
is obliged to insert not his hand only, but even 
hie head, into every hole and corner, like a per- 
son groping about in the dark, holding on the 
while by the points of ihe rock to prevent his 
rising to the top, i consequence of the water's 
buoyancy at the depth, for example, of seven 
or eight fathoms, beyond which I cannot speak 
from experience. The perception of objects 
under water at this depth ie very indistinct, 
and the magnitude is augmented, so that a 
very emall shell appears of large dimensions, 
and the diver is frequently mortifigd by the 
discovery of the mistake when he rises,— 
Under the influence of hope the diver is insen- 
sible to danger, although he sees himself 
surrounded by sharks of prodigious magnitude. 
Armed with hie short stich® he considered the 
invasion of so formidable an enemy's domains 
as unworthy of a moment's hesitation. Anxious 
to grasp the prize he pays little regard to the 
price of its attainment, which he no sooner pos- 
eesses than he is ready to fight the stoutes: of 
the finny race. Ihave myself desconded when 
the horizon was filled with the projecting fins of 
sharks rising above the surface of the water; 
and armed only in the way I have described. | 
thought myself perfectly secure from molesta- 
tion; notwithstanding they were ewimming 
round me in all directions, at no greater distance 
than a few fathoms, | continued my pursuit 
with the greatest sang froid.

The following is an extract from one of 
the numerous articles on the subject of the 
West Inpia trade, that have recently ap- 
peared in the Lonvon Mornixe Heraxp: 
—“If our Government wish to carry into 
effect the benevolent views of the Ameri- 
cans, by driving the Canadians into the 
Union, they cannot do it more effectually 
than by paralysing their trade. The posi- 
tion and climate of Canada prevent the in- 
habitants from compcting on squal terms 
in trade with the United States. The 
proximity to the occan, and the more favo- 
rable climate of the latter, give them a de- 
cided advantage. ‘The ports of the one are 
always open—those of the other are shut by 
frost six months in the year. But we are 
quite convinced that, if the West India ques- 
tion is again opened to negotiation, and if 
Mr. Vesey Fitzgerald is to be the agent for 
F.ngland, Yankee management or Yankee 
cunning, will get the beiter of us. The 
President of the Board of Trade is alto- 
gether unfit to contend with a shrewd cie- 
ver man like Mr. MeLeanc. The Ameri- 
cans have always over-reached us in diplo- 
macy, except in the West India trade busi- 
ness with Canning. At the pretended set- 
tlement of the boundary question, they 
tricked us out of what ought to have been 
a valuable part of Upper Canada, and yet 
managed to leave it as wnsettled as ever, 
and stijl open to cavils and quarrelling 
whenever Jonathan thinks fit to make it a 
bone of contention. * Again, with regard to 
our Newfoundland fisheries, we granted the 
United States privileges of the greatest 
value to them, to our own severe injury, 
accepting some fancied reciprocity of no 
more value than the paper on which the 
treaty was Written, Exactly similar results 
will follew the negotiation now on foot with 
regard to the West India trade, if perse- 
vered in.

The Mayor of Washington announces the re- 
ceipt of authentic intelligence that Mr. Rush 
has effected, in Europe, a loan of one million 
dollars, to pay the subscription of Washington 
City to the Chesapeake and Ohio canal. 

A Bill to extend the jurisdiction of Alabama 
over the Creek, Cherokee, and Chickasaw In- 
dians—as also a resolution requesting the re- 
moval of Colonel Crowell from his agency, are 
before the Legislature of that State.

The late Pope was hated mest cordially—the 
present one is as much loved. Deuiira Genoa 
disliked the English, and was soured with the 
world. Iw his old age he became as ascetic as 
the generality of debauches, and forbade his 

moe, those to whose fascinations in early 
ife he had falien a victim. Though generally 
misanthropical, however, there was one family 
to whom he was particulariy kind. This was 
the family, or rather the reputed family, of 
Pezzort:, a small farmer of Sasse0-Ferrato, 
within a short distance of Della-Genga, a town 
from which the Pope's ancestors had taken 
their name. Pezzorri, the hushand, was a 
small, ungainly, and ili-favoured personage, 
while his wife displayed one of the order 
of fair forms. At the period of their marriage, 
Derra-Genca was Curate of Sasso-Ferrato, 
and the chosen Confessor of La 8i Psz- 
sort1. The Priest was a frequent guest at the 
farmer's, and ae the family increased, all the 
world zemarked the more than ordi con- 
lormity vege between the children and Drv- 
ta-Genca. Three fine boys were the fruit of 
this union, and they were all born before the fu- 
ture Pope quitted his small curacy to enter on 
more important labours. Years rolled on, and 
the three children w epace.
